Pupil Interest 


The science curriculum for loth 
graders at Charles lf. 
Boehm 
High School, Yardley, has an added 
dimension in its program this 
year, according to school author­ 
ities. 
Tn 
addition 
to

standard 
classes, a series of extra lecture 
periods have been scheduled as 
a supplement to the classroom 
activities. 
A six week seminar has been 
conducted on various aspects of 
radiation. The nature of the atom 
and of radiation was explored with 
a different approach to the sub­ 
ject each week. At the beginning 
of the series atomic structure was 
studied which

theory, radioactivity and the na­ 
ture of isotopes.

The Norma Jean 
behind Marilyn Monroe thought a 
lot of real love, and she was lone­ 
ly. 
She met Joe Dimaggio in 1952 
and they b e c a m e friends He 
wanted to m arry her 
But they 
put it off. She wondered if their 
two careers — his fame and her 
involvement with movies — would 
clash. 
They were married in 1954 dur­ 
ing a feud with her studio over 
roles and money. She began cook­ 
ing spaghetti in a $750-a-month 
bungalow with a swimming pool 
in Beverly Hills. 
Then she made peace with her 
.studio; Joe watched television and 
played golf.
